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THE  STORY  BEHIND  THE  COIN

ISABELLA  II  -  THE  SALIC  LAW  WAS  SET  ASIDE 
SO  SHE  COULD  RULE  SPAIN 


Maria  Isabella  Louisa  was  born  in 
Madrid,  Spain,  on  October  10,  1830, 
the  daughter  of  King  Ferdinand  VII, 
and  fourth  wife,  Maria  Christina. 
Recause  there  was  no  male  offspring 
to  inherit  the  throne,  the  queen  in¬ 
duced  Ferdinand  to  establish  female 
succession  by  a  decree,  which  set 
aside  the  Salic  Law. 

If  you  have  never  heard  of  this 
law,  I  will  try  to  explain  it  as  briefly 
as  possible. 

It  is  a  code  of  laws,  written  in 
Latin,  and  first  compiled  early  in  the 
6th  century  by  the  Salians,  a  Fran¬ 
kish  race  that  conquered  Gaul.  The 
law  comprises  principally  the  fines 
to  be  paid  for  various  injuries  and 
crimes.  Among  its  Civil  statutes, 
however,  was  one  prohibiting  wo¬ 
men  from  inheriting  private  prop¬ 
erty.  It  is  this  aspect  of  the  law  to 
which  the  term  “Salic  Law”  is  most 
often  applied,  primarily  because  it 
mistakenly  came  to  be  used  in  an 
argument  against  the  succession  of 
women,  or  of  the  decendents  of 
kings’  daughters,  to  European 
thrones.  This  Frankish  land  law 
was  extended  to  the  throne  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  crown  from  passing  out  of 
the  country  through  the  marriage  of 
a  woman  to  a  foreigner.  The  Salic 
Law,  in  this  respect,  was  important 
in  French  history.  It  first  was  used 
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in  France  early  in  the  14th  century 
by  Philip  V,  King  of  France.  The  law 
later  formed  the  legal  basis  for  the 
denial  of  the  French  crown  to  Ed¬ 
ward  III,  King  of  England,  whose 
mother  was  a  daughter  of  the  French 
King,  Philip  IV.  This  dispute  was 
the  basis  of  the  Hundred  Years’  War, 
which  began  on  May  24,  1337,  and 
ended  in  1453.  This  is  an  accumula¬ 
tive  number  of  years  -  100  -  as  the 
treaties  interrupted  the  continuity  of 
the  battles.  The  Salic  Law,  as  it 
evolved  in  regard  to  succession,  was 
the  basis  of  claims  to  thrones  in 
Spain,  England,  Italy  and  Germany. 

When  Ferdinand  VII  died  on  Sep¬ 
tember  29,  1833,  the  not-quite  three- 
year  old  child  became  Queen  of 
Spain,  under  the  regency  of  her 
mother. 

Her  uncle,  Don  Carlos,  claimed 
the  throne,  and  a  civil  war  resulted. 
This  insurrection  raged  with  great 
violence  until  the  Carlists  were  de¬ 
feated  in  1839.  Don  Carlos  (Charles 
V)  was  exiled  along  with  his  princi¬ 
pal  supporters  and  the  claim  of  Isa¬ 
bella  was  recognized.  In  Portugal, 
Don  Carlos  set  up  what  he  called  the 
“true  monarchy”  of  Spain.  The  pre¬ 
tender  to  the  throne  issued  copper  8 
maravedis  in  1837  and  six  quartos  in 
1840;  and  silver  2  reales  in  1837  and 
1838.  All  of  his  coinage  is  scarce,  and 
some  are  worth  as  much  as  $300. 
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Isabella  II  became  Queen-in-fact 
on  October  15,  1843,  and  three  years 
later,  married  her  cousin,  Don  Fran¬ 
cisco  d’Assisi.  Her  reign  was  troub¬ 
led  by  intrigues,  rumors  of  scandal, 
civil  strife,  and  great  political  insta¬ 
bility.  She  had  political  differences 
with  Chile  and  Peru;  annexed  Haiti 
and  San  Domingo  to  Spain,  and  was 
in  a  war  against  Morocco. 

A  revolution  broke  out  against  her 
government  in  September  1868, 
which  was  followed  by  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  Republican  provisional  gov¬ 
ernment.  Isabella  fled  to  France. 

On  June  25,  1870,  she  renounced 
her  claim  to  the  throne  in  favor  of 
her  son,  Alfonso,  who  became  king 
as  Alfonso  XII  in  1874.  Isabella’s 
mother  died  in  1878. 

In  1882,  Isabella  returned  to 
Spain.  After  the  death  of  her  hus¬ 
band,  Don  Francisco,  1902,  she  re¬ 
turned  to  Paris,  France,  where  she 
died  on  April  9,  1904. 

Copper,  silver  and  gold  coins  were 
issued  by  Isabella.

Lower  grade  silver  coins  are  avail¬ 
able  at  prices  for  the  average  pock- 
etbook.  Coins  grading  Fine  will  cost 
about  $5  to  $20.

A  few  Spanish  colonies,  provinces 
and  cities  issued  coinage  in  Isabel¬ 
la’s  reign.  Catalonia  struck  copper  3 
and  6  quartos  from  1836  to  1846, 
which  are  hard  to  find;  Pampeluna 
(Navarro)  issued  an  8  maravedis  in 
copper  in  1837,  which  was  cast  in 
bell  metal,  and  is  very  rare;  and  the 
Philippine  Islands  minted  copper  2 
and  4  quartos  in  1835,  both  of  which 
are  very  rare;  10-20-50  centimos  in 
.900  fine  silver  from  1864  to  1868, 
and  1-2  and  4  pesos  in  .875  fine  from 
1861  to  1868.  The  silver  coins  range 
from  $15  to  $500,  and  the  gold  from 
$150  to  $750. 

I  have  two  silver  coins  of  Isabella. 
The  Spanish  coin  is  a  20  centimos 
dated  1868  in  fine  plus  condition.  It 
was  struck  at  the  madrid  mint  in 
.810  fine.  The  obverse  side  reads: 
ISABEL  2A.  POR  LA  G.  DE  DIOS  Y 
LA  CONST.  (Isabel  II,  By  the  Grace 
of  God  and  the  Constitution),  and 
the  reverse:  REINA  DE  LAS  ESPA- 
NAS,  with  20  CENTS.  DE  ESGo 
(Queen  of  Spaniards  -  20  Centimos 
de  Escudo).  The  six-pointed  star  be¬ 
fore  and  after  the  “20  Centimos  de 
Escudo”  indicates  the  Madrid  Mint. 
The  crowned  quartered  field  shield 
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of  arms  has  a  three-towered  castle 
on  the  upper  left  and  lower  right 
corners  (Arms  of  Castile)  and  a 
crowned  lion  rampant  on  the  upper 
right  and  lower  left  corners  (arms  of 
Leon). 

The  Philippine  Islands  1868  20 
Centimos  (Craig  4)  is  in  fine  plus 
condition  and  in  .900  fine  silver.  The 
lettering  on  the  obverse  and  reverse 
the  same  as  on  the  Spanish  coin.  The 
crowned  coat  of  arms  is  the  same, 
except  that  to  the  left  of  the  shield  is 
“20”  with  ‘DE’’  below  it.  The  right 
side  has  “Cs”  with  “Po”  below  it. 
This  means  “20  Centimos  de  Peso.”

SAMPLES 

Visitors  to  the  Bureau  of  Engrav¬ 
ing  &  Printing  in  Washington,  D.C., 
can  buy  $150  worth  of  genuine  U.S. 
currency  for  75  cents.  But  there’s  a 
catch:  The  money  is  shredded. 

Each  day,  the  bureau,  operated  by 
the  Treasury  Department,  shreds 
tons  of  newly  printed  currency, 
stamps  and  other  items  deemed  un¬ 
fit  for  circulation. 

When  the  visitor  center  opened  in 
1980,  the  bureau  installed  machines 
that  dispense  75-cent  packets  of 
shredded  currency.  But  you  do  not 
need  to  go  to  Washington  to  cash  in 
on  the  deal.  Each  of  the  12  Federal 
Reserve  district  banks  is  authorized 
to  dispose  of  old,  worn  or  soiled  cur¬ 
rency  as  it  sees  fit,  and  many  sell  it 
at  bargain  rates.  For  $83,  the  Los 
Angeles  branch  will  deliver  an  en¬ 
tire  day’s  output  -  4000  pounds  -  to 
your  door  packed  in  a  crate.  Some  of 
it  turns  up  in  novelty  stores  as  sou¬ 
venir  items.

TIM’S  KOIN  KORNER

Since  I  wrote  some  columns  about 
the  four  Napoleon  Bonapartes,  and 
especially  about  the  No.  1  famous 
Napoleon,  I  thought  it  would  be  ap¬ 
propriate  to  follow  up  with  a  column 
about  St.  Helena.  St.  Helena  is  an 
island  located  about  1,150  miles 
from  the  west  coast  of  Africa.  It  has 
an  area  of  47  square  miles,  5,365 
occupants  and  consists  of  rough, 
volcanic  wasteland.  Barren  cliffs 
rise  1000  feet  above  sea  level  at  some 
points.  Less  than  a  third  can  be  used 
for  raising  crops. 

Discovered  in  1502  by  a  Portu¬ 
guese  navigator,  occupied  by  the 
Dutch  during  1645-51.  It  was  taken 
over  by  the  British,  recaptured  by 
the  Dutch,  then  a  British  force  retook 
the  island  and  it  has  been  British 
since  1673.  The  capital  is  James¬ 
town,  the  only  town. 

St.  Helena  is  famous  because  it 
was  the  island  where  Napoleon  I 
retired  into  exile  in  1815.  He  died 
May  5,  1821  from  small  doses  of 
arsenic  in  his  wine  (according  to  a 
recent  book  review  in  Reader’s 
Digest). 

Through  1981,  only  13  coins  are 
required  for  a  complete  collection 
from  this  colony.  A  half  penny  made 
in  1821  was  made  in  copper,  bronze 
and  gilt  bronze.  The  four  coins  listed 
in  Krause  total  $450  in  uncirculated 
and  proof  and  will  probably  be  hard 
to  locate.  No  more  coins  bearing  “St. 
Helena”  were  made  until  the  1973  25 
Pence  St.  Helena  Tercentenary 
(100,000  Unc.  $1.75,  10,000  silver 
proofs  $27.50). 
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A  1977  25  Pence  commemorates 
the  Queen’s  silver  jubilee,  the  25th 
anniversary  of  her  coronation 
(50,000  Unc.  $2.00,  25,000  silver 
proofs  $30.00).  A  1978  crown  also 
commemorated  her  25th  anniversa¬ 
ry  (Unc.  $2.00  silver,  Unc.  $20,  proof 
$30.00). 

A  1980  25  Pence  commemorated 
the  Queen  Mother’s  80th  birthday 
(Unc.  $2.00  silver,  25,000  silver 
proofs  $35).  A  25  Pence  coin  is  silver 
dollar  size,  although  made  of  nickel 
they  only  have  a  face  value  of  about 
45  cents,  and  are  definitely  a  nice 
addition  to  any  collection.  Maybe 
somebody  can  tell  me  the  face  value 
of  a  “crown.”  From  the  value  quoted, 
I  would  guess  that  it  is  also  25  Pence. 

The  last  coin  issued  was  the  1981 
25  Pence  commemorating  Prince 
Charles  and  Lady  Diana’s  wedding. 
It  has  Charles  and  Diana  looking  at 
each  other  on  one  side,  the  queen  on 
the  other  side.  Unc.  is  $3.00,  silver 
proof  (30,000)  is  $40.  All  prices 
quoted  are  catalog  values  from 
Krause’s  World  Coins.

As  you  read  this,  the  annual 
ANA  convention  will  be  in  session 
in  San  Diego,  Calif.

More  than  30 
speakers  will  give  30-minute  presen¬ 
tations,  many  accompanied  by  vis¬ 
ual  aids.  These  will  be  held  each 
afternoon.

Sonnie  Fro- 
wein,  daughter  and  longtime  busi¬ 
ness  partner  of  the  late  Abe  Kosoff, 
will  moderate  the  evening  session. 

Many  activities  are  planned  for 
the  “young”  numismatists  -  the  YN 
educational  forum,  YN  auction,  spe¬ 
cial  YN  tours,  and  much  more.  YN 
Chairwoman  Florence  Schook  al¬ 
ways  plans  a  number  of  surprises  for 
all  ANA  young  numismatists. 

Another  convention  feature  to 
attract  visitors  will  be  the  British 
Royal  Mint’s  display  of  proof  and 
piedfort  versions  of  Britian’s  new 
One  Pound  coin  which  entered  the 
circulating  currency  in  April,  to¬ 
gether  with  examples  of  other  cur¬ 
rent  issues  including  the  1983  gold 
set,  comprising  the  two  pounds 
piece,  sovereign  and  half  sovereign. 

An  outstanding  collection  of  books 
about  Chinese  history  and  coinage 
was  recently  acquired  by  the  ANA 
Library.  Assembled  by  the  late  Rev. 
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Arthur  Braddon  Coole,  the  collec¬ 
tion  is  perhaps  the  largest  in  exist¬ 
ence.

The  bill  before  Congress  to  require 
the  same  treatment  of  the  individual 
who  would  sell  a  few  silver  dimes  as 
is  expected  of  hardened  criminals  is 
still  in  the  pot  stewing.  A  call  to 
Washington  by  TNA  Governor  A1 
Loja,  District  VI,  has  revealed  that 
the  bill  will  not  come  out  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  until  after  reconvening  from 
the  Fourth  of  duly  recess.  All  of  you 
have  received  the  letter  from  Mr.  J. 
Cline,  along  with  a  note  from  me, 
urging  you  as  a  collector  and  as  a 
TNA  officer  to  contact  your  senator 
and  representative  and  voice  your 
opposition  to  this  bill.  At  present  it  is 
only  directed  toward  “bullion”  deal¬ 


ers  but  the  next  obvious  step  will  be 
to  include  all  collectibles.  I  person¬ 
ally  do  not  wish  to  be  fingerprinted 
just  to  sell  a  dime  or  two  to  a  dealer. 

We  still  have  time  to  make  our  voi¬ 
ces  heard  and  to  defeat  this  danger¬ 
ous  piece  of  proposed  legislation 
BUT  we  cannot  hope  to  do  so  if  we 
do  not  take  any  action  to  exercise  our 
rights  as  voting  citizens.  Remember 
the  piece  of  proposed  legislation  of 
1914  which  came  in  as  a  “War  Tax” 
of  temporary  measure?  This  tax  was 
foisted  onto  the  public  at  10  percent. 
Some  70  years  later  it  is  still  with  us 
and  the  rate  has  increased  over  100 
percent.

What  kind  of  silver  product  makes 
the  best  award?  The  Canadian  fur¬ 
niture  company,  Sklar  Peper,  used 
one-half  kilo  pure  silver  ingots  in  a 
sales  incentive  program  that  boosted 
its  share  of  the  market  to  60  percent. 
Other  firms  have  recognized  their 
best  sales  “prospectors”  by  award¬ 
ing  them  attractive  silver  medal¬ 
lions. 

In  Texas,  Coca-Cola  has  found  the 
two-troy  ounce  pure  silver  “Texas 
Nickel”  to  be  the  perfect  incentive 
award  for  its  Texan  distributors. 
And  many  savings  and  loan  institu¬ 
tions  use  sterling  silver  bracelets, 
chains,  necklaces,  charms,  and  ingot 
jewelry  to  those  persons  who  open 
new  savings  accounts. 

TEST  YOUR  METAL 

Columnist  James  Dent  writes  in 
the  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  Gazette:  “A 
fellow  tells  me  he  has  made  a  small 
pile  of  change  from  friends  -  or,  most 
probably,  former  friends  -  by  bet¬ 
ting  them  they  can’t  get  this  right: 
(1)  A  dime  is  what  color?  (gray, 
silver,  bronze)  (2)  A  penny  is  what 
color?  (gray,  silver,  bronze)  (3)  A 
nickle  is  what  color?  (gray,  silver, 
green).  What  destroys  almost  eve¬ 
rybody  is  (3).  A  nickle  is  green.  Note 
the  spelling  le,  not  el.  A  nickle  is  a 
green  woodpecker. 


More  than  $1  million  in  bills  and 
coins  was  strewn  across  U.S.  High¬ 
way  69  northeast  of  Dallas  when  an 
armored  truck  swerved  into  a  ditch 
and  flipped  several  times.  The  truck 
came  to  rest  inside  a  wheat  field, 
spilling  the  sacks  of  coins  and  cur¬ 
rency. 

The  currency  sacks  each  contained 
between  $100,000  and  $200,000  and 
were  not  broken  during  the  crash. 
Coin  sacks,  however  burst  and  nick¬ 
els,  dimes  and  quarters  were  scat¬ 
tered  all  over  the  ground. 

UNWANTED  COINS 

The  vaults  of  the  Bank  of  England 
are  filled  with  gold-colored  coins 
that  nobody  wants. 

Since  its  introduction  in  spring, 
the  new  one-pound  coin  has  been 
boycotted  by  a  majority  of  Britons. 
Of  the  250  million  coins  stamped  by 
the  Royal  Mint,  fewer  than  one  third 
are  in  circulation. 

“Most  people  prefer  to  hang  on  to 
the  pound  notes  the  new  coin  is 
intended  to  replace,”  says  one  bank 
teller.

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PHONY  BILL? 


If  you  are  aware  that  you  have 
received  a  counterfeit  bill,  the  Secret 
Service  advises  that: 

1.  Do  not  return  it  to  the  passer. 

2.  Delay  the  passer,  if  possible. 

3.  Observe  the  passer’s  descrip¬ 
tion  and  license  numbers  of  any  veh¬ 
icles  used. 

4.  Telephone  the  police  or  the  Sec¬ 
ret  Service. 

5.  Write  your  initials  and  the  date 
on  an  unprinted  portion  of  the  sus¬ 
pect  note. 

6.  Do  not  handle  the  note.  Care¬ 
fully  place  it  in  a  protective  cover¬ 
ing,  such  as  an  envelope. 

7.  Surrender  the  note  only  to  a 
properly  identified  police  officer  or 
Secret  Service  agent. 


WOMEN  ON  MONEY 

Only  once  has  an  American  wo¬ 
man  ever  been  pictured  on  the  front 
of  a  United  States  paper  note  -  and 
that  was  almost  100  years  ago. 

A  portrait  of  Martha  Washington 
appeared  on  the  reverse  of  the  1896 
silver  certificate,  and  the  Indian 
heroine  Pocahontas  was  pictured  on 
the  back  of  the  1875  $20  bill.  No 
other  women  -  except  for  female  rep¬ 
resentations  of  such  abstract  con¬ 
cepts  as  “Liberty”  and  “Justice” 
have  ever  graced  U.S.  currency. 

It  wasn’t  until  1979,  when  the 
Susan  B.  Anthony  dollar  was  mint¬ 
ed,  honoring  the  founder  of  the 
women’s  suffrage  movement  in  the 
U.S.,  that  an  American  woman 
graced  a  U.S.  coin.

The  comment  was  made 
that  some  would  do  away  with  the 
one  cent  denomination  coins  as  un¬ 
needed  and  perhaps  in  future  years 
people  will  wonder  that  such  coins 
were  even  used. 

The  copper  for  the  half  cents  came 
from  England.  It  was  of  inferior 
quality.  One  reason  was  that  a  war 
was  going  on  and  really  good  grade 
metal  was  difficult  to  get.  Many 
other  kinds  of  coins  were  reshaped 
and  re-stamped  as  half  cents.  There 
were  even  tokens,  probably  minted 
by  private  mints  or  jewelers  just  like 
the  half  cents  except  that  on  the 
reverse,  the  words  stamped  were 
“half  cent  value.”  This  practice 
caused  at  least  18  varieties.
